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Twisters Hit Plains, Midwest; 72 Killed

A massiv e ou tbreak of tor­ 
nad oes slammed at the nation’s 
mid sectioo late Wed nesd ay , kill­ 
ing more than 70 persons, inju r­ 
ing sev eral hu nd red and leav ing 
a trail of d amage estimated in 
the millions of d ollars. 
The toll of d eaths in the twist­ 
ers and sev ere thu nd erstorms 
climbed to 72 tod ay , with 48 
d ead in Arkansas alone. Iowa 
cou nted 14 d ead , Illinois 8 , Mis­ 
sou ri and Ind iana 1 each. 
As ex pected , the reported toll 
climbed 
sharply 
as 
d ay light 
broke ov er the stricken region. 
Darkness and flash flood ing had 
hampered search operations. 
Hard est hit was the northeas­ 


tern Arkansas u niv ersity city of 
Jonesboro 
which 
cou nted 
33 
d ead and more than 35 0 inju red . 
A 
twister 
slammed 
into the 
sou theastern section of the city 
at d u sk scattering homes like 
d ominoes. 
Arkansas State Police report­ 
ed 10 d ead at the little town of 
Oil Trou gh, a commu nity of 235 
resid ents 
which 
ey ewitnesses 
said 
was v irtu ally d estroy ed . 
Three d ied at Mou ntain Home 
and two were killed at Tu cker - 
man, all within 100 miles of 
Jonesboro. 
The rash of tornad oes — the 
Weather Bu reau reported more 
than 30 in a nine-state area 
from Kansas to Ohio —eru pted 


as a strong cold front clashed 
with 
warm, 
hu mid 
tem pera­ 
tu res in the mid 8 0s. 
Shortly before striking in Ar­ 
kansas, the wav e of twisters 
raked northeastern Iowa. A fu n­ 
nel clou d roared throu gh d own­ 
town Charles City arou nd 4 p.m. 
Elev en were d ead when the 
storm was ov er and , police re­ 
ported , most bu ild ings in an 
eight-block area were d emol­ 
ished . 
Only an hou r later a twister 
whipped into Oelwein, 5 0 miles 
from Charles City , striking first 
at the sou th ed ge of the commu ­ 
nity and then blasting a path 
throu gh the bu siness d istrict. 
The highway patrol said two 


persons were killed in the city , 
two were missing and a child 
was killed ju st north of Oelwetn. 
National Gu ard troops were 
called ou t both in Arkansas and 
Iowa. Ad d itional d octors, nu rses 
and blood were flown to stricken 
parts of Iowa from as far away 
as Minneapolis.

pou red more heav y rain on sec­ 
tions of that state still flood ed 
from heav y d ownpou rs earlier 
in the week. 
Tornad oes or sev ere thu nd er 
storms swept almost the entire 
length of Illinois, starting before 
noon Wed nesd ay and continu ing 
into the night.

One man was killed near Joplin, 


Mo., when a bolt of lightning 
stru ck a tree and ju mped to a 
tractor he was d riv ing. 
Tornad oes 
swiped

central Ind iana into the night 
hou rs, cau sing sev eral inju ries 
and consid erable property d am ­ 
age sou thwest of Ind ianapolis. 
Baseball-size hailstones pou nd ­ 
ed some commu nities ju st west 
of the Ind iana capital d u ring the 
storms. 
Ind iana State Police said Shir­ 
ley Bu tcher, 27 , was killed when 
a tornad o stru ck her hou se trail­ 
er near Wabash in northeastern 
Ind iana. Elev en other trailers in 
the cou rt were d emolished bu t 
other occu pants escaped seriou s 
i inju ry . 


Inju ries and property d amage 
also were reported at Peru , Ind . 
Two fu nnel clou d s d ipped into 
Way ne Cou nty as lightning, hail 
and thu nd erstorms lashed north­ 
eastern Ohio Wed nesd ay night. 
There were no d eaths reported 
bu t two men in thc Clev eland 
area were hospitalized , one with 
a heart attack and another from 
electric shock.

2 5 Killed, 50 Hurt 
As Quakes Hit Japan 


TOKYO (AP) — Two massiv e 
earthq u akes, striking 10 hou rs 
apart, roiled the western Pacific 
and jolted 600 miles of Japan’s 
eastern seaboard tod ay . 
The first q u ake, in mid morn­ 
ing, killed at least 25 persons 
and cau sed 
tid al wav es and 
wid espread d amage. 
The second , of similar size 
and from the same d irection at 
sea, was record ed in Toky o at 
7 :42 p.m. 
There was no immed iate re­ 
port of casu alties from the sec­ 
ond shock, bu t the Central Me­ 
teorological Agency warned in 
rad io and telev ision broad casts 
that 
tid es 
from 
the 
Pacific 
wou ld rise abou t six feet. 
The affected areas were the 
eastern seaboard s of the north­ 
ern island s of Honshu and Hok­ 
kaid o. 
Police said in ad d ition to the 


25 known d ead , eight persons 
were missing and at least 5 0 in­ 
ju red . Sev en Americans at Mis- 
awa Air Force Base, in northern 
Honshu , su ffered minor inju ries, 
bu t no planes were d amaged . 
It wasn’t as bad as it might 
hav e been becau se the q u ake’s 
epicenter was 93 miles ou t to 
sea,

Hokkaid o,

northernmost island . 
The 
Central 
Meteorological 
Agency said magnitu d e of the 
q u ake at its epicenter was 7.8 , 
abov e the sev en-point scale u sed 
In Japan. It was the strongest 
q u ake since the Sept. 1, 1923, 
tremor that left mu ch of Toky o 
and Yokohama in ru ins.

Flooded Mine 
Pumped Out; 
4 Are Dead 


HOMINY FALLS, W.Va. (AP) 
—Six coal miners, trapped near­ 
ly ten d ay two mile* deep in a 
flood ed mine shaft, were res­ 
cu ed 
early 
tod ay 
and 
were 
termed “ all in good shape.” 
They had been giv en u p for 
d ead since there had been no 
word from them since they were 
trapped . 
The other fou r trapped with 
them since May 6 were fou nd 
d ead and their bod ies were d u e 
be brou ght ou t later tod ay . 
Work had continu ed arou nd the 
clock to reach the ten men 
thou gh they were feared d ead . 
Another 15 miners, isolated a 
mile away and one mile from 
the mine’s entrance, were res­ 
cu ed last Satu rd ay . 
The six were giv en a q u ick 
checku p at the mine entrance 
by Dr. Lee B. Tod d and then 
ru shed to Sacred Heart hospital 
in Richwood , 15 miles away . 
The six reached the mine en­ 
trance abou t 4 a.m. (EDT) and 
pau sed for a pray er at the open­ 
ing of the long horizontal shaft 
that bores into the foot 
0i a 
mou ntain. 
At the three-story hospital, 
the men were shield ed from 
newsmen while d octors checked 
them and they talked with their 
families. 
The men had to crawl 8 00 
y ard s throu gh the 36 -inch high 
tu nnel to reach a battery -oper­ 
ated mine cart. This took them 
to a conv ey or belt, normally 
u sed for hau ling coal, and they 
rod e it a half-mile to the mine’s 
entrance. 
H. E. Su nd strom of the Gau - 
ley Coal and Coke Co., wly ch 
operates the mine, said the car 
hit a d eep hole and ju mped the 
track bu t he said the three men 
in it “ were in good enou gh 
shape to lift it and pu t it back 
on the track.” 
Su nd strom ex plained that the 
water which flood ed the passage 
and kept the men pinned in 
nearly ten d ay s of d arkness was 
d rinkable bu t he pointed ou t it 
d id hav e a slight acid content. 
Mine officials were my stified 
on the sou rce of air to the men. 
“ They mu st hav e had 
air 
coming in from somewhere,” he 
said .

A massive outbreak of tor­ 
nadoes slammed at the nation’s 
midsection late Wednesday, kill­ 
ing more than 70 persons, injur­ 
ing several hundred and leaving 
a trail of damage estimated in 
the millions of dollars. 
The toll of deaths in the twist­ 
ers and severe thunderstorms 
climbed to 72 today, with 48 
dead in Arkansas alone. Iowa 
counted 14 dead, Illinois 8, Mis­ 
souri and Indiana I each. 
As expected, the reported toll 
climbed 
sharply 
as 
daylight 
broke over the stricken region. 
Darkness and flash flooding had 
hampered search operations. 
Hardest hit was the northeas­ 


tern Arkansas university city of 
Jonesboro 
which 
counted 
33 
dead and more than 350 injured. 
A twister 
slammed into the 
southeastern section of the city 
at dusk scattering homes like 
dominoes. 
Arkansas State Police report­ 
ed IO dead at the little town of 
Oil Trough, a community of 235 
residents 
which 
eyewitnesses 
said was virtually destroyed. 
Three died at Mountain Home 
and two were killed at Tucker­ 
man, all within IOO miles of 
Jonesboro. 
The rash of tornadoes — the 
Weather Bureau reported more 
than 30 in a nine-state area 
from Kansas to Ohio —erupted 


as a strong cold front clashed 
with 
warm, 
humid 
tempera­ 
tures in the mid 80s. 
Shortly before striking in Ar­ 
kansas, the wave of twisters 
raked northeastern Iowa. A fun­ 
nel cloud roared through down­ 
town Charles City around 4 p.m. 
Eleven were dead when the 
storm was over and, police re­ 
ported, most buildings in an 
eight-block area were demol­ 
ished. 
Only an hour later a twister 
whipped into Oelwein, 50 miles 
from Charles City, striking first 
at the south edge of the commu­ 
nity and then blasting a pailh 
through the business district. 
The highway patrol said two 


persons were killed in the city, 
two were missing and a child 
was killed just north of Oelwein. 
National Guard troops were 
called out both in Arkansas and 
Iowa. Additional doctors, nurses 
and blood were flown to stricken 
parts of Iowa from as far away 
as Minneapolis.

poured more heavy rain on sec­ 
tions of that state still flooded 
from heavy downpours earlier 
in the week. 
Tornadoes or severe thunder 
storms swept almost the entire 
length of Illinois, starting before 
noon Wednesday and continuing 
into the night.

Freeburg, near East St. Louis, 
where four died and scores were 
reported injured. 
Two died at Wapella, in cen­

Communication 
was lacking with Wapella, and 
authorities feared the toll there 
would go higher. An elderly 
woman died of a heart attack 
after a tornado swooped across 
Natrona, also in central Illinois.

25 Killed, 50 Hurt 
As Quakes Hit Japan 


TOKYO (AP) — Two massive 
earthquakes, striking IO hours 
apart, roiled the western Pacific 
and jolted 600 miles of Japan’s 
eastern seaboard today. 
The first quake, in midmorn­ 
ing, killed at least 25 persons 
and caused tidal waves and 
widespread damage. 
The second, of similar size 
and from the same direction at 
sea, was recorded in Tokyo at 
7:42 p.m. 
There was no immediate re­ 
port of casualties from the sec­ 
ond shock, but the Central Me­ 
teorological Agency warned in 
radio and television broadcasts 
that 
tides 
from 
the 
Pacific 
would rise about six feet. 
The affected areas were the 
eastern seaboards of the north­ 
ern islands of Honshu and Hok­ 
kaido. 
Police said in addition to tile 


25 known dead, eight persons 
were missing and at least 50 in­ 
jured. Seven Americans at Mis- 
awa Air Force Base, in northern 
Honshu, suffered minor injuries, 
but no planes were damaged. 
It wasn’t as bad as it might 
have been because the quake’s 
epicenter was 93 miles out to 
sea, 
off 
Hokkaido, 
Japan’s 
northernmost island. 
The 
Central 
Meteorological 
Agency said magnitude of the 
quake at its epicenter was 7.8, 
above the seven-point scale used 
in Japan. It was the strongest 
quake since the Sept. I, 1923, 
tremor that left much of Tokyo 
and Yokohama in ruins. 
The tidal waves averaged four 


to five feet, but damage was re­ 
duced because they came at low 
tide.

and buildings were destroyed, 
either by the quake or fires that 
followed it. Hundreds of homes 
were flooded to floor level or 
above. Roads were impassable 
in places, bridges cut, dikes

Most of the damage occurred 
in southern Hokkaido and north­ 
ern to central Honshu. 
Aomori, a city of 210,000 in

HOMINY FALLS, W.Va. (AP) 
—Six coal miners, trapped near­ 
ly ten day two miles deep in a 
flooded mine shaft, were res­ 
cued 
early 
today 
and 
were 
termed “all in good shape.” 
They had been given up for 
dead since there had been no 
word from them since they were 
trapped. 
The other four trapped with 
them since May 6 were found 
dead and their bodies were due 
to be brought out later today. 
Work had continued around the 
clock to reach the ten men 
though they were feared dead. 
Another 15 miners, isolated a 
mile away and one mile from 
the mine’s entrance, were res­ 
cued last Saturday. 
The six were given a quick 
checkup at the mine entrance 
by Dr. Lee B. Todd and then 
rushed to Sacred Heart hospital 
in Richwood, 15 miles away. 
The six reached the mine en­ 
trance about 4 a.m. (EDT) and 
paused for a prayer at the open­ 
ing of the long horizontal shaft 
that bores into the foot of a 
mountain. 
At the three-story 
hospital, 
the men were shielded from 
newsmen while doctors checked 
them and they talked with their 
families. 
The men had to crawl 800 
yards through the 36-inch high 
tunnel to reach a battery-oper­ 
ated mine cart. This took them 
to a conveyor belt, normally 
used for hauling coal, and they 
rode it a half-mile to the mine’s 
entrance. 
H. E. Sundstrom of the Gau­ 
ley Coal and Coke Co., which 
operates the mine, said the car 
hit a deep hole and jumped the 
track but he said the three men 
in it “ were in good enough 
shape to lift it and put it back 
on the track.” 
Sundstrom explained that the 
water which flooded the passage 
and kept the men pinned in 
nearly ten days of darkness was 
drinkable but he pointed out it 
did have a slight acid content. 
Mine officials were mystified 
on the source of air to the men. 
“They 
must have 
had 
air 
coming in from somewhere,” he 
said. 
One of the six told officials

Humphrey was listed the lead­ 
er in the Democratic presiden­ 
tial race by the Gallup Poll 
Wednesday 
meanwhile 
and 
George Gallup Jr. said there 
has been a shift among young 
voters in the past month from 
Kennedy toward Humphrey. 
Kennedy, fresh off a 51 per 


cent to 31 victory over Sen. Eu­ 
gene J. McCarthy in the Ne­ 
braska primary, said of Hum­ 
phrey: “Obviously, he is the 
major 
opponent.” 
Kennedy 
turned his political guns on the 
vice president in a speech in De­ 
troit. 
“If you want to be filled with 
Pablum and tranquilizers, then 
you should vote for some other 
candidate,” Kennedy said. 
Kennedy had repeated in Ne­ 
braska he offers the country a 
change in direction and Hum­ 
phrey replied to that Wednesday 


that he was sponsoring progres­ 
sive 
legislation 
“when 
some 
people were kind of practicing 
up for touch football.” 
The vice president shrugged 
off at a news conference Kenne­ 
dy’s 
Nebraska 
victory 
and 
pointed instead to the Gallup 
Poll indicating he has 40 per 
cent of the Democratic popular 
vote to 31 for Kennedy and 19 
for McCarthy. 
McCarthy said in Rapid City, 
S.D., his candidacy will be the 
“ most successful political effort 
since the New Deal” if it brings 


public judgment on issues in­ 
cluding the Vietnam war and 
priorities 
for 
domestic 
pro­ 
grams. 
On the Republican side, New 
York Gov. Nelson A. Rockefel­ 
ler went to Pennsylvania to woo 
delegate support for the GOP 
nomination and found he had 42 
of the state’s 64 delegates by 
state party leaders’ count. 
Sources close to Gov. Ray­ 
mond Shafer said 5 delegates 
were committed to former Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon and 
another 17 seemed to be leaning 
toward him. 


Rockefeller took issue with 
Nixon’s statement that Congress 
should not be pressured by the 
Poor People’s Campaign into 
enacting legislation “from be­ 
hind a barricade.” 
The 
campaign, 
Rockefeller 
said, “ is just a new form of lob­ 
bying” 
which 
brings 
poverty 
problems into focus and offers a 
“ challenge to the country to find 
out how to bring these people 
into the economic mainstream 
so they can share in its bene­ 
fits.” 
Nixon, 
in 
Pendleton, 
Ore., 


said a revolutionary struggle is 
under way in current student 
protest disorders in which ex­ 
tremists hope to take control of 
great American universities. 
He called the Columbia Uni­ 
versity trouble a “ naked at­ 
tempt to subvert and discredit” 
university authority. 
The way to prevent such dis­ 
orders at other institutions, Nix­ 
on said, “is to rid the campus 
now of any student organization 
or clique which applauds and 
uses the type of political force 
employed at Columbia.”

It finally was passed 92 to 0 
last July 11 by the Senate, and 
382 to 4 on Feb. 1 this year by 
the House. 
But the House added a num 
her of provisions to the measure 
and this led to a long-drawn-out 
conference. Most of the House 
items were retained in the final 
version but several were re­ 
vised. 


One of the knottiest problems 
involved revolving credit, which 
has become increasingly popu- 
lar with retail chain stores. 
The chains contended it was 
very hard to figure an accurate 
annual interest charge on such 
accounts. 
The Senate voted to adow 
them to state only the monthly 
interest rate, often 1 Mi per ceni. 
But the House insisted on an an­ 
nual rate which would be 18 per 
cent if the monthly charge were 
IMi per cent. 
Under the compromise, the 
store would have to give both of 
these but could also state, if it 
chose, an effective rate based 
on its annual yield from such 
business. This would normally 
be less than the 18 per cent. 
Also, a minimum revolving 
credit charge of 50 cents a 
month or less would not have to 
be used as the basis for the in­ 
terest disclosure.

The Senate voted to allow 
them to state only the monthly 
interest rate, often V/jt per cent. 
But the House insisted on an an­ 
nual rate which would be 18 per 
cent if the monthly charge were 
I Vi per cent. 
Under the compromise, tile 
store would have to give both of 
these but could also state, if it 
chose, an effective rate based 
on its annual yield from such 
business. This would normally 
be less than the 18 per cent. 
Also, 
a minimum revolving 
credit charge of 50 cents a 
month or less would not have to 
be used as the basis for the in­ 
terest disclosure.

LONDON (A P) — How ster­ 
ling is the pound six months aft­ 
er devaluation? To answer that, 
the British are looking not only 
to them selves, but to Washing­ 
ton and the dollar. 
Full confidence in the pound 
has not returned because the 
British know their currency is 
still at the mercy of internation­ 
al financial storm s. 
Nor 
has 
British self-confidence returned, 
either politically or economical­ 
ly, because no one can safely 
say 
w hether 
devaluation 
is 
doing its intended job of resto r­ 
ing national solvency. And no 
one can be expected to know 
that until at least the end of the 
year. 
Last week the pound trem bled 
in the w orld’s money m arkets 
for a complex of reasons ra n g ­ 
ing from reported Russian troop 
m ovem ents to the distrust, and 
even hatred, of P rim e Minister 
Harold Wilson 
and his Labor 
governm ent felt by British and 
foreign businessmen. 
Little of this had anything to 
do with the underlying strength 
or weakness of the British econ­ 
omy, but it was enough to keep 
buyers 
away 
from

parks etc, take heed as it will

Speaking of Your Health

NEW YORK (AP) - The na­ 
tion’s retailers “ can’t stay at 
the same old stand and wait for 
the next eru ption” of violence in 
the streets bu t mu st become ac­ 
tive in leading the hard-core u n­ 
employed to jobs. 
If they don’t, says Jam es J. 
Bliss, “ they stand to lose the 
most. The retailer is right in the 
front line.” 
Bliss is the execu tive vice 
president of the National Retail 
Merchants Association, a trade 
grou p for the department chain 
and specialty store indu stry. It’s 
2.000 members operate abou t 
17.000 stores and annu ally ac­ 
cou nt for abou t $30 billion of re­ 
tail sales. 
“ We first started taking an 
actively increased interest” in 
the hard-core u nemployed last 
su mmer when the riots began, 
Bliss said in an interview. 
Since the retailer stands “to 
lose the most among all of the 
bu siness 
commu nity,” 
Bliss 
said, “he shou ld be the most in­ 
volved in trying to find solu ­ 
tions” to u rban violence. 
“The 
important thing,” 
he 
said, “ is that the retailer has to 
accept as a moral principle that 
the root cau ses of racial tension 
are basically wrong, and he has 
to do something abou t it. Unless 


that moral commitment is made 
the 
ou tlook 
is 
going 
to be 
bleak.” 
In an effort to get this mes­ 
sage to its members, the asso­ 
ciation has 
begu n issu ing 
a 
newsletter devoted to the retail­ 
er’s role in the interracial cli­ 
mate of his commu nity. 
Mu ch of the newsletter, called 
“ Crisis *68 !” , details examples 
of how retailers arou nd the na­ 
tion are handling the problem of 
recru iting the hard-core u nem­ 
ployed and training them to 
hold jobs in their stores. 
“ Many of the hard core are 
not 
edu cated,” 
Bliss 
said. 
“ Many of them live in a welfare 
environment and in a home 
where they never saw a person 
gainfu lly employed and where 
the idea of working for a living 
and standing on their own two 
feet is an alien one. To many of 
them having to work is an en­ 
tirely new concept.” 
Mu ch of the work in preparing 
the hard core for jobs is being 
done by government agencies, 
Bliss said, bu t some also is 
being handled by the merchants 
themselves. 
“A 
nu mber of New York 
stores, for example, have band­ 
ed together to develop the facili­ 
ties needed to give this feeder 


training to these people,” Bliss 
said. “It aims at getting them to 
overcome their distru st as well 
as teaching them how to behave 
in the bu siness world and the 
white world.”

(AP) — The | 
world’s most scientific drilling 
ship sails June 15 on an 18- 
month 
voyage 
across 
two 
oceans 
seeking

treasures of vast potential to 
man’s mind and purse. 
The 400-foot Scripps Institu­ 
tion of Oceanography vessel will 
draw on craft orbiting in space 
for navigational guidance and 
warning of storms as it probes 
in record depths in the primor­ 
dial ooze that covers seven- 
tenths of the planet. 
Dr. Melvin N. A. Peterson, 
chief scientist for the National 
Science Foundation’s Deep Sea 
Drilling Project, says the goals 
are both academic and practi­ 
cal. 
The ship could find: 
1. Clues to new oil fields be­ 
lieved 
bigger 
than 
any 
yet 
tapped from the continents and 
their fringes. 
2. Precious metals—gold, sil­ 
ver and manganese—strewn in 
nodules, 
possibly 
layer upon 
layer for miles on either side of 
giant 
cracks 
in the 
earth’s 
crust. 
3. A history of earth, recorded 
in 
the 
sediments 
built 
up 
through the ages by the “snow­ 
fall” of plant and animal matter 
from the surface to the ocean 
floor. 
Adhough the $12.5-million pro­ 
ject is primarily scientific, he 
says, it is frankly aimed also at 
proving the economic benefits to 
be gained from exploring the 
ocean and its floor. 
Although the ship is rigged 
much like those that drill for oil 
in the comparatively shallow 
waters of continental shelves, 
officials are hoping fervently 
they will not actually find oil. 
Striking oil—and the 
gases 
captive in underground pools— 
could release a gigantic bubble 
to rise up through the ocean and 
burst at the surface, tossing the 
10,500-ton ship like a raft caught 
in a hurricane. 
“Chances are the ship would 
capsize,” says Peterson. 
“We are taking every possible 
precaution against finding oil, 
even though locating possible 
oil-bearing areas is one of our 
major goals. If our core drill 
bites into anything that looks 
like oil sands we’ll pull out and 
move off in a hurry.” 
The Scripps project calls for 
drilling 40 to 60 holes as deep as 
2,500 feet in depths as great as 
20,000 feet in the Atlantic and 
Pacific. Aboard the ship will be

crewmen—including expert geo­ 


logists and drillers. 
Peterson believes rich depos­ 
its of minerals may lie on the 
slopes of the great rises—much 
like 
mountain 
ranges—jutting 
up from the floors of the Atlan­ 
tic and Pacific oceans. 
One of the goals of the project 
is to take samples of the sedi­ 
ment on the slopes. 
The ship that will make this 
possible is the Glomar Challeng­ 
er, due to sail June 15 from Or­ 
ange, Tex., on its maiden voy­ 
age. The latest tiling in drilling 
ships, it has a 142-foot-tall der­ 
rick over a 20x22-foot center 
well through which as much as 
23,000 feet of five-inch pipe can 
be lowered to core into the 
ocean floor.

Peterson says this will be the 
longest drill string ever sus­ 
pended from a ship or floating 
platform. 
Cores from the rotary-drilled 
hOi'es wall be pulled up contin­ 
uously through the drill pipe 
These cores will be the real 
prizes of the expedition.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— A 
group of educators peering to­ 
ward the year 2000 predict radi­ 
cal changes in the American 
way of living and learning in the 
generation ahead. 
They foresee a greatly ex­ 
panded system of education that 
would blend the wildly new with 
the distinctly old fashioned to 
produce a higher level of learn­ 
ing and culture. 
The thinkers, headed by Dr. 
Louis L. Bright, research direc­ 
tor of the U.S. Office of Educa­ 
tion, laid the groundwork for 
two federally financed “future 
centers” 
recently 
announced. 
One is to be run by the Stanford 
Research Institute, Menlo Park, 
Calif.; the other by Syracuse 
University in New York. 
In a series of interviews, the 
educators emphasized that their 
goal—and that of the centers—is 
to determine possibilities rather 
than plans. But they generally 
envision a society 30 years from 
now in which: 
—Children will start school 
around age 3 and continue 
studying regularly throughout 
their lives. 
—Adults in nearly all work 
classifications, including profes­ 
sionals and top executives, will 
have to be retrained about ev­ 
ery IO years because of the out­ 
pouring of new knowledge and 
because machines and comput­ 
ers will be taking over their 
jobs. 
—Most students will attend 
the equivalent of two years of 
college. 
—Youngsters and adults alike 
will use new techniques and 
materials which permit them to 
learn on their own, in or out of 
school. 
—Traditional boundaries be 
tween, school and wark will be 
erased; 
work-study programs 
will be common. 
—Subject matter will empha­ 
size 
general 
principles 
and 
methods of thinking and learn 
ing rather than specialized in­ 
formation that quickly becomes 
outdated. 


—Students 
will 
be 
taught 
more about how to express 
themselves, how to get along 
with others and how to live full­ 
er lives.

To Save Little Boy's Life 


Dr. Groves 
Gets Cincy 
Position 


CINCINNATI (AP)—The uni­ 
versity of Cincinnati College of 
Law has appointed as professor 
Central State University's presi­ 
dent who recently announced his 
resingation. 
He is Dr. Harry Groves, who 
will join the law school in Sep 
tember after his resignation at 
the school in Wilberforce be 
comes effective Sept. 15. 
Grove, who has served on law 
faculties of schools in Washing­ 
ton, Texas, North Carolina and 
Singapore, first announced his 
resignation from predominantly 
Negro Central State last Novem­ 
ber. But he withdrew it a month 
later because of “spontaneous 
outpouring of support." 
Groves, 46, a Negro, ordered 
the school closed for two weeks 
during disturbances there and 
asked 
that 
National 
Guard 
troops be sent there to maintain 
order. 
In announcing Wednesday his 
second resignation from the post 
he has held since 1965, Groves 
cited the Bl health of his wife 
as a contributing factor. 
“We are delighted with the 
appointment of Dr. Groves, who 
is a teacher, scholar and ad­ 
ministrator of international rep­ 
utation,” said Dr. Claude R. 
Sowle, dean of the UC law 
school.

SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) — 
Messages were pouring in here 
today from women across the 
country offering breast milk to 
tiny Spokane baby whose life 
depends on it. 
“The phone hasn’t stopped 
ringing since last night. It’s all 
just so wonderful,” said 20- 
year-old Betty Madson, whose 
3-month-old son Richard can 
survive only on human milk. 
Mrs. Madson, unable to pro­ 
vide the milk, and her husband 
Lawrence Madson Jr., 21, is­ 
sued the appeal for breast milk 
earlier this week. As a result of' 
national publicity, an adequate 
temporary supply now appears 
available. 
“You never think people like 
this are around until something 
like this happens to you,” Mrs. 
Madson said. 
Tiny Richard, who weighs 
only 8 pounds 9 ounces has, 
since shortly after birth, reject­ 
ed all nourishment but human 
milk. Nothing else will work, 
said Mrs. Madson. 
Richard has been hospitalized 
here and in Seattle for most of 
his young life, but now is at 
home. Mrs. Madson said Rich­ 
ard now consumes 36 ounces 
daily and likely will continue to 
improve as long as the milk 
supply lasts. 
Telephone calls came Thurs­ 
day morning and Wednesday 
night from women in Miami, 
Fla., San Bernardino, Calif., 
and San Francisco as well as 
from many sections of Oregon, 
Washington, Idaho and British 
Columbia. 
In addition, Red Cross units in 
Detroit and Omaha, Neb., tele­ 
phoned to say arrangements 
were under way with the Spo­ 
kane Red Cross to ship emer­ 
gency supplies of breast milk 
here. The Red Cross unit in 
Portland, Ore., was also at­ 
tempting to make similar ar­ 


rangements from donors there. 
A Trail, B.C., couple will 
drive the some 120 miles here to 
deliver some frozen breast milk. 
Mrs. Madson said part of the 
problem now is to collect the 
milk from donors in the region 
here. Several members of the 
family 
will 
drive 
collection 
routes to communities as far as 
IOO miles away into northern 
Idaho.

er to study the same subject at 
fixed times. 
With IPI adults could study 
wrhen they had free time, at a 
school or at home. IPI mate­ 
rials vary from printed sheets, 
pamphlets and books to a varie­ 
ty of visual and electronic de­ 
vices to computers.

STOCKHOLM (AP) — Almost 
80 per cent of young Swedes ex­ 
perienced their first sexual con­ 
tact before marriage, said a 
scientific 
report 
published 
Thursday. 
And among 1,300 young people 
interviewed in Stockholm only 
one boy and three girls said 
they had not had first inter­ 
course until they were married. 
The findings were reported by 
Prof. Joachim Israel of Uppsala 
University. 
In a questionnaire of the 1,300, 
described by Israel as “normal 
youth,” they were asked which 
partner had taken the initiative. 
To that, 15 per cent of the boys 
answered “ the girl,” while IO 
per cent of the girls said “tile 
boy;” 
But most of those interviewed, 
aged 16 to 25, replied: “It just 
happened.”
